NEW YORK, Feb. 1°.—Despite 

the recession in automobile 
manufacturing operations in the 
final quarter of 1929, the net 
earnings of the automotive in- 
dustry as a whole for the full year 
came very close to equaling the 
record aggregate income earned 
by this industry in 1928. 

The aggregate net earnings of 
| twenty-five representative manu- 
|facturing companies that have thus 
far reported their complete profits 
|for last year amounted to $360,994,- 
|208, as compared with $375,791, 187 
|for the same companies in the peak 
}year of 1928. 
| This is a decline in the combined 
jearnings of these companies of only 
| $14,797,579, equivalent to 3.9 per 
| cent. 
| The companies included in this 
|compilation represent every phase of 
|the industry, among them being 
;|passenger and commercial car 
manufacturers, equipment, acces- 
sory and parts makers and tire 
units. 

Included are the net earnings of 
General Motors, amounting to 
$248,282,.268 in 1929, as compared 
with $276,468,108 in 1928, a decline 
of about $28,000,000, as compared 
with the aggregate decline of the 
twenty-five companies of $14,797,579. 
The General Motors decrease 
amounted to 10 per cent. 

Excluding General Motors from 
the group, the combined net earn- 
ings of the remaining twenty-four 
manufacturers for last year 
amounted to $112,711,940, as 
against $99,323,679 for the same 
companies in the preceding year. 
This amounted to an increase of 
nearly $13,500,000, equal to 13.4 
per cent.

Final Figure Is 112,013 
For 1929 as Against 
88,905 in 1928 


,HICAGO, Feb. 12.— New car 
registrations in Cook county for 
1929 were 25.9 per cent. in excess 
of those for 1928. Final figures 
shew that 112,013 new cars were 
registered last year as against 88,- 

995 in 1928. 

A review of the figures shows 
that Ford contributed a large share 
to the increase, his total for last 
year having been 29,024, as against 
8,230 the year previous. Ford led 
Chevrolet, in second place. by 15.- 
636 registrations. The Genera! Mo- 
tors unit had 13.388 

Pontiac, as an individual, took 
third place with 6,614, with Buick 
fourth with 6440. Pontiac had a 
gain of 20.7 per cent. over 1928 

Nash was fifth with 6,100 and 
Essex sixth with 6.053. The latter 
had an increase of 17.4 per cent 
the total in 1928 having been 5.152 

Studebaker, in seventh place. also 
had a gain. comparative totals hav- 
ing been 3.848 for 1929 and 3.556 for 
the preceding year Then came 
Oldsmobile with 3.527, as against 
2.309 in 1928. a gain of 52.7 per cent 

Dodge was ninth, with 3.471, a 
Baim of 28.1 per cent. over 1928 
Chrysler was tenth. with 3.408, and 
Graham-Paige eleventh, with 3.061 
Packard led in its price class with 
3,059, which compared with 2.891 in 
1928.

the bankers come to analyze business conditions and tell us|} 
what we may expect. We may be sure that their statements | 
do not err on the side of an optimism induced purely by their | 
desires. 

This general attitude on the part of bankers gives the) 
real significance of the analysis of present business condi- 
tions, which appears in the current issue of the American | 


Bankers Association Journal, which we quote in part: 


‘““A moderate recovery is taking place in the steel, auto-|+ 
but it is too|, 


mobile, building and other basic industries, 
early to say that general] business will be back to normal or 
acbve in a few weeks. Doubtless this recovery is partly 
caused by the usual seasonal expansion, partly by the ex 
tremely low level to which activity declined in December | 
and partly by the upward turn of the business cycle.| 
Most signs point to business being on the mend, but} 
it will take several months to work back to a healthy state | 
and completely readjust itself after the excesses of last year. | 

“If the recovery is forced, there is danger of a secondary 
reaction. What appears necessary is the avoidance of false 
starts and a gradual but genuine acceleration up to reason- 
able speed and volume. In this the bankers can exert a 
uiding influence by not encouraging their customers to over- 
optimism, although overpessimism would be equally harmful, 
and the low ebb of confidence at the moment is really worse 
than actual conditions warrant. 

“Judged by the ordinary barometers and _ statistical] 
series that are used to measure business activity, we are not 
passing through a depression, but only a painful recession 
which promises to be of comparatively short duration. 

““Money rates have eased further, not only in the United | 
States, but throughout the world, reflecting the liquidation | 
of credit released by the collapse in American stock markets. | 

“Unemployment has become a matter of real concern, 
but with a continued recovery in business and the arrival of | 
the season for out of door work it may be expected to di- 
minish. 

“Probably the three outstanding features 





ness situation at this time are the marked rise in operations | 


of the steel mills, the large amount of unfilled orders with 
which many of the leading companies went into the new year 
and the promise of a very substantial building program. 

“Building construction in January showed some increase 
over December, but was still running’ slightly below a year 
ago. Outlook for 1930 is for a building expenditure well in 
excess of 1929. 


‘Each week brings a further seasonal gain in the auto-| 


News from the motor centers is optimistic, 
but more conservative than at this time last year. Decem- 
ber output fell to the lowest for any month since 1922. This 
helped to cut down inventories of finished cars. With ad- 
herence to conservative policies, there is increasing confi- | 
dence that the motor industry will have an active year and| 
that total production in 1930 may fall short of the 1929 high | 
record by only 5 or 10 per cent.” 

There is real food for thought in this review. The 
last thing that any thinking man could wish for is a sud- 
den, yeasty boom again. What we need is a gradual re- 
covery; a slow but sure gaining of impetus. One of the 
surest ways in which the individual or the company can 
help in this is by re-employment of labor as rapidly as 
developing business permits. Unemployment is_ the 
greatest drag on the prosperity that is patently now in | 
the making.

“Rubber dough” is a new plastic 
material used in the assembly of 
automobile bodies to make them 
and to prevent squeaks, 
Graham-Paige Motors Cor-

| i selling sixty-four used cars dur- 
ing the month of December, the 
Arnold Chevrolet Company of 
Thomson, Ga., is believed to have 
surpassed the retail sale records of 
any other small town in the state 
| for that usually slow month. 
| These sixty-four used cars were 
sold by the regular sales organiza- 
| tion, composed of five men, who at 
the same time sold ten trucks, 
making a total of seventy-four sales 
for the month; an average of nearly 
fifteen sales for each salesman. 
The plan used by the dealer was 
not only simple, but effective to- 
wards the effort being made to 
clear stocks before early spring

to night was given credit for the 
month’s success. 

Dividing the city and suburbs 
into territories, each salesman 
Started out to dig up and close as 
many prospects as possible during 
the menth. They called cn the peo- 
ple they knew as prospects and 
closed with them whenever possibie 
and then started ringing doorbells. 
Here and there it was learned from 
the salesman that no person would 
lose money buying a used car. 
Every used car put on sale was, of 
course, in first-class condition and 
the salesman kept two things in 
mind: First, good service or money 
refunded; second, low prices that 
the average used-car dealer could 
not surpass. Sach salesman was 
allowed to make his own price, 
which averaged from $100 to $300.
